class, pursuing the first. year's course, was composed of one
hundred and thirteen (113) officers from the Regular Army,
three (3) officers from the United States Marine Corps, and
two (2) foreign officers, MIajor· Masafumyi Yamauchi, Im-
perial Japanese Army, and M/ajor Tsi-Mling Chow, Chinese
Army.

4. NAVAIL JNSTRUCTOR.-Commander Cliff~ord E. Va~n
Hook, U.S. Navy, was ordered to this School for temporary
liaison duty by letter from the Bureau of Navigation
(Nav-31-P) 8523, dated 6 January, 1931. He repor~ted here
January 15, 1931, and departed LApril 16, 1931. Due to
the advice and assistance obtained, upon the recommenda-
tion of the Commandant and Commander Van Hook, the
War and Navy D~epartments have agreed upon detailing
a Naval officer to T'he Comnmanrd anid General Staff School
from January 1st to April 15th next year. I expect the
School to greatly be~nefit by this policy.

5. SPANISH COURSE.--The study of Spanish was intro-
duced into ·the course of T'he Command and General Staff
School in September, 1930, in accordance with instructions
contained in letter from the Adjutant General dated Decem-
ber 7, 1929, Subject: Instruction in the Spanish Lanmguage
at The Command and General Staff School (AG 352.01-C.
& G.S. Sch. (11-25-29) Misc. (C)). Six additional instruc-
tors were detailed here to, conduct· this. course which con-
sisted of two classes: Elementary, with one hundred and
ninety-eight (198) students; and A~dvanced, with forty-
four (44) students. While the progress in Spanish w'as
highly satisfactory, the advantages gained wer~e at a loss of
thoroughness on the part of many students in the military
studies for which this School was founded and maintained.
Under W~ar ~Departmnent instructions contained in radio-
gram from the Adjutant General, dated June 13, 1931, upon
the recommendation of the Commandant, tehe Spanish Course
was discontinued, effective at the end of the School year,
June 19, 1931.
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6. SPECIAL~ COURSE FOR OFFICERS OF THE N\ATIONAL
GUARD AND ORGANIZED RESER~VES.--a. The Special Course
for officers of the National Guardi and Organized Reserves
began March 16, 1931, and continued until June 15, 1931.
In compliance with War Department orders thirty-two (32)
officers reported to join this class, nine (9) from thne Na-
tional Guard of six states, and twenty-three (23) Organized
Reserve Officers representing all the corps areas. In all
twenty-one states were repr~esented in this class.
